If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  or  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  paid  fees  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or' 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  paper;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
to  be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  he  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  dur¬ 
ing  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 


72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned.

drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic)  of  the  easterly 
railway  yard  limit  of  Alta  Lake  Railway  Station 
on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway,  and  exclud¬ 
ing  that  portion  of  the  Skeena  Electoral  District 
(Provincial)  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north 
and  south  (astronomic)  of  the  easterly  railway 
yard  limit  of  Shames  on  the  Canadian  National 
Railway,  bounded  by  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
Provincial  Electoral  District  of  Atlin  on  the  north 
and  by  Maitland  Island  on  the  south. 

Eastern  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  of 
the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

2.  — Section  (2)  of  Order  in  Council  of  July  12th, 
1928,  P.C.  1 209,  is  rescinded,  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor: — 

5.  A  close  season  shall  continue  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  1932,  on  the  following  migratory 
game  birds:  Little  brown,  sandhill,  and  whooping 
cranes,  swans,  curlew,  greater  and  lesser  yellowlegs, 
black-bellied  and  golden  plover,  and  all  shore-birds 
(except  Wilson’s  or  jack  snipe  and  woodcock). 

3.  — Section  (5)  of  Order  in  Council  of  June  26th, 
1926,  P.O.  1017,  as  amended  by  Order  in  Council 
of  J une  30th,  1927,  P.C.  1260,  and  by  Order  in 
Council  of  July  12th,  1928,  P.C.  1209,  under  the 
caption  “  Bag  Limits,”  is  further  amended  by  in¬ 
serting  the  words  “  except  that  in  these  Provinces 
no  person  shall  kill  in  any  one  season  in  excess  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  woodcock,”  and  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  word  “  day  ”  in  that  paragraph 
of  the  section  beginning  “  In  Nova  Scotia,”  and  by 
rescinding  the  word  “  Ten  ”  at  the  end  of  the  said 
paragraph,  and  substituting  therefor  the  word 
“  Eight  ”  immediately  after  the  word  “  woodcock.” 

Section  (5)  of  Order  in  Council  of  July  12th,
